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BOOMING A RUSSIAN CITY. 


Novorossyisk Mad Only 2,000 Population a 
While Age, and Now Has 45,000, 

The remarkable development 6f the 
little city Novorossyisk, at the northb- 
east corner of the Black Sea, brings 
to mind the large and sudden growth 
of many towns in this country. The 
city is built on an excellent harbor at 
the extreme western end of the Cau- 
casus Mountains. Some years ago the 
Russians discovered the advantages 
for commerce of this line situation, 
and this is the reason the hamlet has 
developed into a brisk and enterpris- 
ing city of 35,000 e. It is still 
growing at a rapid rate, and inst 
year the shipping that visited the port 
took away nearly a million tons of 
produce, largely wheat; and wheat, in 
fact, is making the fortune of the 
place. 

One of thé fine wheat-growing re- 
gions is in the province of Kuban and 
Stavropol in the southeast of Russia. 
If this wheat were taken to western 
Russia or any point of export across 
the country hundreds of miles of land 
transportation would be required. But 
here is the port of Novorossyisk near 
at hand. The harbor is deep and nev- 
er freezes over in winter, so it is open 
to business the year round. 
was needed to stimulate the growth 
of the town was a railroad to the pro- 
ductive interior. The road was built. 
The town began to grow and to-day 
the largest building im it is an im- 
mense storehouse for cereals, which 
holds 110,000,000 pounds of wheat and 
is a great convenience in loading wheat 
on the steamers. Along this line of 
railroad also the production of petrol- 
eum, the raising of tobacco and the 
manufacture of Portland cement are 
important and growing industries, 
There is every reason to believe that 
Novoroasyisk will become one of the 
most important cities on the Black 
Sea, and there are very few Russian 
cities which have had similar rapid de- 
yelopment.

Then spread the flour on a board 
or table; ‘make a well in the center, 
into which put a little salt, and gradu- 
ally pour in water, while the flour is 
worke! in by a circular motion of two 
fingers, round and round the inside of 
the well, until sufficient moisture has 
been added to work the remainder of 
the flour into a firm, pliant dough. If 
this is well and correctly made it will 
not stick elther to the table or to the 
|hands, Cover the paste with a cloth 
j and let it stand for a few minutes to 
| Settle, but first be quite sure that the

BUTCHERIES IN FORMOSA. 


Japancee Seldicrs Accused of Killing More 
Peaceful (itixens Than Bandita—Rava- 
ges of the F agar. 

A despatch from Seattle, Wash., says: 
om Daily reporte received from the 
Governor-General of Formosa to the 
home office in Tokio, Japan, announce 
from 60 to 100 new cases of plague, of 
which about 40 per cent. resulted 
fatally. The scourge was most felt in 
the vicinity of Talpeh and Tain and 
there seems little chance of checking 
its ravages at present. 

The people of Formosa are so suspic- 
ious of their Japanese conquerors that 
they will not help in the sanitary mea- 
sures that have been taken to check the 
plague. From many of the cities plague 
victims run outside the city walls and 
into the mountains rather than give 
themselves up to the Japanese physici- 
ans, 

Details of the terrible butcheries 
committed by the Japanese army on 
their recent raid through southern 
Formosa, are beginning to reach Japan. 
It is said more peaceful citizens were 
killed than bandits and as many as 300 
towns were sacked.

A despatch from Kirksville, Mo., 
ysi-A gathering storm that had 
been threatening all afternoon broke 
upon Kirksville at 6.20 o'clock on 
Thursday night im all the fury of a 
cyclone. A path a quarter of a mile 
wide and as clean aa the prairie was 
swept through the eastern portion of 
the town, and four hundred buildings, 
homes and stores were levelled to the 
ground ip scattered ruins. In the 
heavy rain that followed the people 
who escaped turned out to resoue the 
injured. For two hours not much waa 
accomplished, as all was confusion, but 
by 8 o'clock 25 dead bodies had been 
taken from the ruins. It is confident- 
ly expected that the list of dead will 
reach between 50 and @, if it does not 
exceed that. Almost a thousand peo 
ple were more or less injured, Day- 
light will be necessary before an ade- 
quate estimate of the loss of life and 
property can be had. 

Intense darkness prevailed after the 
cyclone, and the rescuers were at a dis 
advantage for a short time, until fire 
broke out ina dozen places in the ruina 
and shed light over the scene. No al- 
tempt was made to extinguish the fire, 
partly because the rescuers had no 
time, and partly because of the need 
of light. On both sides of the atorm's 
peth the debris was piled high, and 
burned fiercely. In all probability a 
number of bodies have been incineat- 
ed. The storm first struck the east- 
ern portion of the city near that part 
oocupled by the boarding houses of the 
students of the American School, State 
Normal School and MeWards Semin- 
ary.

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A PATAL RAILWAY WREOK

ROCHESTER AND LAKE ONTARIO 
R.R. CARS DERAILED, 


Three Passengers Kiltrd and a Boar Fatal 
ty imjered The Seeee Meartreeding. 


A dexpatch from Rochester. saye<« _ 
The most disastrous railroad wreck 
that has ever happened on a Rethest« 
ér railroad cecurred at 2.40 weloek os 
Sunday afternoon on the Roohester & 
Lake Ontario Railroad, better knows 
aa the Bay Railroad, about onehalf 
mile morth of the city line, when twe 
tars of ah excursion train filled with 
passengers left the track while going 
around a curve at full speed, and were 
completely wrecked, Three passengers 
were killed, a dozen fatally hart and 
over fifty injured, 

The train, which waa crowded with 
*xoursioniate bound for different points 
along the shores of Lake Ontario, left 
the Bay Depot in thin cify at 241 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, about fit.

STANDING ON THE PLATFORMS. 
The train was made up of an engine, 
one closed and two open coaches. There 
is @ grade about 100 yarde from the 
corner of North avenue, aad when thie 
grade was reached the apeed of the 
‘rain imoreased perceptibly. These 
sianding on the piatforme clutched the 
railings and standards, and the pas 
nengers in the open oars clung to 


their hats and capes. Down the grade 
awept the train, ite speed increasing 
constantiy. When the falal curve 
was reached the engine rounded it 
with startling rapidity. Next to the 
engine was the closed carriage, and 
when it reached the curve it veered 
over to the north and rode around the 
curve on the wheels on the left side. 
[It bad negotiated but part of the bend 
in the track when it left the rails and 
shot «straight ahead. There was 4 
sudden crash as the couplings between 
the engine and coach were severed, and 
then it again veered over and ploughed 
through the earth for several feet be- 
fore dropping on its side in front of 
the Ridge Road Hotel.

The college is a state de- 
partment and the Queen is ita nominal 
head.

The 
present Duke of Norfolk ia the Earl 
Marshal, like his forebears for two 
hundred years past.

HEN MANURE. 


An exchange eays that an analysis 
of hen manure and well-rotted barn- 
yard manure show that a ton of the 
bem manure contains more than eight 
times as much phosphoric acid, four 
times a8 muck potash and six times 
ae much nitrogen ae the barn yard 
manure. Omitting small fractions the 
ben manure is a fertilizer with nearly 
212 per cent. phosphoric acid, two 
per cent., potash and 31-2 per cent, 
nitrogen, and should be worth as bese 
elements figured about $12.30 per 
ton, as red with the cost or raw 
materiale to make a fertilizer of the 
game strength. 

Hut we have heard farmers and 
gardeners’.whohad tried it aarert that 
they wanted no more Of it on their 
land. This may have been because it 
contained #0 much nitrogen of which 
thbir fields, long manured with horse

may have been because it was so dry 
that ite strength was not imparted to 
the soil until the winter’s rains had 
thoronghily sonked it or from its not 
being well adapted to the crop it was 
used on.

ORCHARD NOTES, 

The pruning and spraying of fruit 
trees are two points in orchard cul- 
ture that are closely related. Es- 
pecially is this true in the case of the 
apple. Moisture, it has been found, is 
favorable to the development of the 
apple scab fungus, and if the trees 
are a tangled mase of branches, they 
are longer drying out, and nét only 
shelter is given to the fungi, but their 
growth is encouraged and each tree 
beoomes a distributing centerof some 
disease. It ian mext to impossible to 
spray euch trees to advantage, as it is 
as diffiéult for the remedies to gain an 
entrance, as it is for the light and air. 
The head of the tree should be open,

SOUR MILK AND SODA. 


The housewives who always use 
sweet milk and bakiag powder in ar- 
ticles where such ingredients or thelr 
equivalents are called for, little @uess 
the superior results to be had from 
buttermilk and soda, If sour milk is 
used, it must be freshly soured, not 
obtained from the use of sour milk or 


in the summer-time. Buttermilk is 
preferable all the year round. Bix 
cuits, griddlecakea, waffles,  corn- 
breads, muffins, gems, ginger-breada, 
cookies, etc., are all of them more ten 
der, delicate, and probably more 
wholesome, since the majority of 
baking-powdera are adulterated,, if 
they are made of buttermilk and 
soda. A general rule is one level 
teaspoonful of soda to one pint of 
buttermilk or freshly soured milk. 
The soda must be first pulverized by 
rubbing with a knife on the table or 
bread-board, then added to the flour, 
to be sifted with it. It is even well to 
sift the flour, soda and salt together 
two or three times to insure an even 
blending. In a very short time one 
learns to guage the soda exactly to 
the acidity of the milk to be used. 
Baking-~powder cannot give the best 
results in the class of articles enum- 
erated above, 

It requires a little skill or experi- 
ence to use soda with nicety, but it is 
worth while to acquire such skill; in- 
deed, there is scarcely an item in 
culinary processes which better re- 
pays one for intelligent experiment- 
ing.

in strength, and milk varies in de 
grees of acidity. But a general rule 
is one level teaspoonful of soda to 
one pint of sour milk. Be sure to pul. 
verizo the soda before measuring. 


A LOAF OF FRUIT CAKR. 

A fruit cake should -be made some 
time before it is wanted, then time 
will take a hand at blending the spicy 
flavors. To make a really good fruit 
cake demands the leisure of two days. 
Ou the first day seed the raisins, slice 
the citron, brown the flour and mea. 
sure the spices. On the second day, 
mix and bake the fragrant compound. 
Be very careful to beat the eggs thor. 
oughly, whites and yolks separately. 
The oven must be well considered. 
Fruit cake should be put in a slow 
oven, as it requires long baking to in. 
duce a richness of flavor. Keep the 
heat as reguiar as possible, and do not 
open the oven door for at least 10 
minutes after it has been put in. When 
opening the oven, be careful that no 
cold draught of air from an open win. 
dow or door strikes it. Do not slam 
the oven door shut or jar the pan by 
moving it unnecessarily, Measure 


everything carefully, using a cup hold- 
img baif a pint. 

This cake is comparalively inexpen- 
sive and it improves with age. Take 
4 cups white flour, place on a baking 
pan and set it in an open oven to dry 
and slightly brown. Stir it. occasion. 
ally and cool before usiug. Measure | 
cup butter aad 1 cup of sugar. Mix 
them to a smooth cream, add 1 cup of 
molasses and sweet milk, Beat four 
eggs separately, the yolks until thick 
and the whites to a stiff snow.

STANDARD BANK AT BOWMAN- 
VILLE CLEANED OUT OF $11,000, 


Watehman Netes!f Waa Mandentird and 
GageedOrganterd Rand, Suppewd to 
be the fame as Committed Bergtartes 
at Breeden and Core wall. 

A despatch from Bowmanville, saye 
— The Standard Bank, on the corner of 
King and Temperance s«tresta, the 
business centre of the town, was bur- 
giarized on Saturday morning between 
2 and 3 oclock, and all the money in 
the vault, excepting the coppers, was 
stolen, with a aumber of . valuable 
papers. 

Henry Metealf, the night watchman, 
employed by the Town Council to 
patrol the business streets, had just 
finished taking his lunch in the police 
office in the Town Hall block, only 
about fifty yards from the bank corner, 
when he heard footeteps of the side- 
walk, and went to the door to sea who 
was passing. As he stepped from the 
police office door to the street he was 
seized by two masked men, one on each 
side of him, and his arms raised from 
his sides to prevent his reaching his 
pocket for his revolver. He was 
pushed back into the office and the 
baton wreated from his hand by a blow 
from some instrument that inflicted a 
gash on the back of the head, now 
badly swollen. Metcalf was then 
blindfolded, by a third party with an 
ordinary white linen handkerchiel, and 
gagged by another similar handker- 
chief, 

THREATENED TO KILL. 

Whea his arms were first seized two 
other men stood, one on each side of 
him, with revolvers pointed to bis head 
and he was told (hat “if you open your 


peep we will shoot you.” They took | 


from his pocket a pair of handouffs, 
and, placing his hands behind. him, 
handcuffedp him and he was then 
marched by the two men towards the 
bunk. Before he was gagged Metcalf 
said: “Boys, is this a game?’ thinking 
it might be some local sports playing 
a trick on him. “No, it’s business; we 
a trick on him. One promptly anawer- 
ed, “No, it's business; we are going 
through the bank.” He was taken a 
few steps south of King street, beside 
the bank, and his legs tied with a piece 
of rope that apparently bad been part 
of a clothes line. 

One man stood by him as he gat on 
the sidewalk with Metcalf’s revolver, 
which they had taken from him, in 
hand, while the others, at least five 
in number, proceeded to do the job. 

& large pane of giass was cut with 
a die from a west window and an en- 
try secured to the manager's office, 
The front door was pried open, appar- 
ently from the outside, though Metcalf 
thinks, from the sounds heard, that it 
Was opened from the inside. The vault 
is entered by two separate doors, both 
very slrongly constructed of iron.

TWENTY-FIVE DEAD FIFTY INJURED 

Passenger Trains Crash Together om the 
Rending BRallway. 

A despatch from Reading, Pa., says:

SOME ELECTRIC NOVELTIES.

Mintitere BRatnhbew Fountains, Pans and 
Tiny Lighting Piants 


Among the novel electrical produc- 
tions which have been put on the mar- 
ket recenily are the electric rainbow 
fountain for interior or exterior de- 
coration, an electric fan outfit built 
to run by, power furnished by primary 
battery cells and an electric lighter 
which is declared to be cheaper and 
very much neater than matches” for 
household or stote use. “The rainbow 
fountain is a mipiature of the well- 
known electric fountains which have 
proved great attractions in parks and 
public resorts in many parts of the 
country and it is made in a size and 
manner that make it as portable as a 
potied plant, In fact, round about the 
central portion, where the fountain 
plays, are places for plants to decor 
ate and inclose the waters. 

The waters are made to rise in the 
form ofa thin cylinder by being forced 
upward between the edges of a globe 
of glase inthe centre and a perforated 
glass plate outside this. Underneath 
is another plaie of glass which is divid- 
ed into sections of different colors, and 
this is kept revolving under the foun- 
tain by means of a water wheel fed by 
ihe falling waters, Under the colored 
disk is an ordinary incandescent 32- 
candle-power electric lamp, which 
lights the dancing spray with the 
colors of the revolving disk. Some of 
these fountains are supplied with an 
electric pump which enablea them to 
operate wilhout an outside supply of 
water, Suoh a fountain can be made 
to operate with power from a few 
cells of battery, and thus can, be used 
where there iq no dynamic current at 
hand, 

It is for such places that the new 
fam outfit has been made. ‘Lhree cells 
operate it, and it is said that it will

When the 
lighters are attached to an electric 
light circuit they bave most of the 
current cui off by a choke — coil 
concealed within them, but in a bat- 
tery conneciion this is not needed. In 
the Latter case 'two ordinary dry bat- 
teries supply power enough and this 
is made to give the spark by the inter- 
position in the circuit of a spark coil. 
Although there are a number of 
portable electric lights in the market, 
it is @ remarkable fae. that in none of 
the el-¢irical papers’is there a single 
advertisement of electric lighting ap 
paratus for houses to be fed by bat- 
teries. OF course it is well under- 
stood that the expense would prohibit 
regular house lighting by ba:tery pow- 
er, but there are many usea which 
could be made of such outfits in the 
household where the cost would te 
trifling. They would be of use in odd

Before using canned govoda see that) 
the ends of exch are sunk in. Uf such 
is the ease, ths contenta are good and 
Wholesome, and there need be no hesi- 
tation in using the fruit, If the ends 
of the oan are springy or bulged out- 
ward do not open it but throw it away. 
A swelled or bulged can means fer- 
mented contents, and spoiled goods! 
should under no consideration be used, |

FOOD FOR YOUNG TURKEYS. 


The firet month with young  tur- 
keys is when the most care should be 
given. As a diet for them prepare 
the food #o as to have it nourishing. 
Into a shallow pan placed over the 
fire pour one pint of aweet milk; in- 
io thie drop two eggs, well beaten, add 
a little cornmeal and chopped onion- 
teps, and etir the mixtare until it 
belle and assumes the consistency of 
ibick jelly. It should be made fresh 
every day, and in warm weather kept 
in a cool place to prevent its becoming 
sour before eating. After the first 
few days, and the young turkeys have 
learned (6 eat the mixture, it should 
be seasoned with a pinch of black 
pepper. When they are ten days or 
two weeks old the mixture, after it is 
thoroughly cooked, may be thickened 
with stale bread and corn-meal, and 
after the turkeys are a month old put 
a pan of freah milk on the stove, and 
when it comes to a boil add also pota- 
toes with the bread and meal, and 
let it cook until quite thick. The 
onion-tops, finely chopped, should al- 
ways be included. 


GOOD COWS. 


There is considerable,in a cow's pos- 
sibility to give a good quantity of 
righ milk, but it is easy to have that 
possibility ruimed by poor feed and 
lack of care in bringing up and devel- 
oping. On the other hahd, no amount 
of feed and care will induce a cow that 
naturally gives thin, poor milk to turn 
about and give milk that is rich in 
solids. Good feed and good care will 

belp develop many cows that have been 

neglected, but If there is any decided 
improvement it will be made with 
jcuws that are berm to be good, but 
have mot had the opportunity. To 
get the moat out of any cow, good or 
bad, good feed and care are necessary,

VARIETY OF FEED FOR STOCK. 

One of the advantages of pasturing 
atook is that the animals help them- 
selves, and when there are several 
kinds of grasses they oan select, what 
they choose and thus get a greater 
variety of feed. So far as possible 
this variety should be provided while 
they are stabled in winter. It is not 
| good thrift in any animal to live on

It is most unfortunate that the other- 
wise magnificently successful celebra- 
tion of the 24th should have been some- 
what marred by the hasty, hot-headed,

Fresh meat may, as all farmers know 
be kept along time if thoroughly froz- 
on. It ahould, however, be hung in| 
pure, cold air until a thaw comes, when | 
it should be at once cooked or salted, | 
Freezing the meat has opened its pores | 
to air, and #0 soon as thie begina to be | 
talnted putrefaction soon sete in. | 
Hence the pork that has once frozen | 
through ia harder to keep than that 
which was packed when only the ani- 
mal heat was out of it, 

The fact that a sow two or three) 
years old will produce larger litters 
and with few runta should not prevent 
farmera from breeding young sows. It 
is in every case the sow which has 
been bred young that ie best aa an 
old sow. If she is not mated until she 
is a year or more old the fattening 
habit will have been developed and she 
will not be a large producer of milk. 
But the sow bred young should be well 
feed so that she may not become stunt- 
ed. But no corn should ever be giv-' 
en to breeding sows. It is so deficient | 
in bone-making material that it will 
cause several of the pigs in the litter 
to be runta. 


LARGE FLOCKS. | 

Failure in keeping large flocks of 
poultry results frequently because 
vermin and disease sweep off the mem- 
bers. With a flock of ten or twenty | 
hens the poultryman has an opportun- | 
ity of giving daily attention, but) 
when large flocks are kept the entire) 
time of the poultryman must be be- | 
stowed. In order to give all his at- 
tention the number of hens kept must 
be sufficient to remunerate him for | 
his labor. If the number is too small 
the labor will be too large an item, 
and failure will be the result. It may 
be safely stated that 500 hens will not 
support a moderate family. As one 
man oan attend to 1,000 hens nearly as 
well ashe can SOO, itis plain that the 
smaller the flock the greater the pro- 
portionate expense. Large flocks 
may be kept as easily as small ones, 
provided they are divided into families 


and unceasing vigilance and attention 
bestowed.
